Bonar Law Draws Line Between

LONDON, Nov. 9.—Bonar Law and 
his cabinet attendea the annual lord 
mayor's banquet in the Guildhall) t>- 
night, where were gathered @lso the 
members of the diplomatic corps and 
the leaders of the churon and of 
business life of the city of London. 

Mr. Bonar Law was suffering from 
a cold; he made little reference te 
the election policies, but incidentally 
remarked that none of his par v.

As to World Peace 

On the general question of world 
ce, he expressed regret at the ab- 
nee of the United States from the 
League of Nations, and said that, al- 
though his government desired to et- 
ford the League greater opportunity 
for usefulness, the league at the pre- 
sent moment could not secure pears. 

Turning to the Near East, the 
prime minister remarked that there 
was nothing new to say about Con- 
stantinople. 

His speech was largely devoted o 
emphasizing the desire of the new 
government to work harmonlous v 
with the allies; he looked forward o 
the future with hope and confidencs.

Alluding to the @ominions, he said

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New Ontario Has a Kick 

Just now there is a revival in 
northern Ontario of the periodical 
agitation to separate the northern 
districts of that province from 
Ontario and set up a new provin- 
cial establishment. It is not like 
that the movement will succeed, 
but it is the more worthy of atten- 
tion on that account. It is the 
expression of a grievance on the 
part of the settlers that is real 
and wide-spread, but for which 
there is no relief in sight. The 
trouble grows out of the fact that 
new Ontario, because it is new, is 
the part of the province in which 
are located vast areas of land and 
timber and great mineral deposits 
still in possession of the Crown. 
Land, timber, minerals and other 
natural resources in that province 
are under provincial administra- 
tion. Naturally, perhaps neces- 
sarily, the policy of the present 
and past Governments has been to 
use these resources as the source 
of revenue with which to carry on 
road construction and other un- 
dertakings in the older and thick- 
ly settled parts of the province. 
However satisfactory that may be 
to the people in southern Ontario, 
it cannot in the nature of things 
be very popular with the people 
who are pioneering in the north- 
ern districts. From their stand- 
point the country in which they 
have made their homes and which 
they hope to convert into a popu- 
lated and cultivated region is 
being denuded of its timber and 
other potential wealth for the 
benefit of other sections. If the 
money taken out of northern 
Ontario were spent in the opening 
up and development of the north- 
ern districts there would be no 
separatist agitation. But why 
should the Government at Toronto 
spend the proceeds of new On- 
tario’s resources in the develop- 
ment of new Ontario when the 
net result would be that the 
older section of the province 
would either be left without pub- 
lic improvements and extensive 
Governmental undertaknigs or 
have to pay for them? No Gov- 
ernment has done that, and it does 
not seem likely that any will. New 
Ontario is simply a wood lot and 
a mineral region out of which the 
Governments past and present 
have sold timber and minerals as 
they needed money to spend else- 
where. Despite the complaints of 
the pioneers the process is likely 
to go on. If they do not like it 
they can move. That they can 
either get the proceeds of the 
northern resources spent in the 
development of the northern dis- 
tricts, or can take those districts 
out of Ontario and set up a new 
province, is not at all probable. 
Old Ontario has ‘‘too good a 
thing’? in northern Ontario to 
either let the northern country cut 
adrift or to forego the revenue 
that is annually extracted from its 
resources. 

The agitation there is timely. It 
may serve to cause people in other 
provinces to do some serious think- 
ing on the subject of provincial ad- 
ministration of public resources. 
A conference is being held in Ot- 
tawa a few days hence to discuss 
this matter, the result of the con- 
tinuous demand that has been 
kept up by the Governments of 
the three prairie provinces for the 
contro! of the land and other re- 
sources contained in these prov- 
inces. There has never been any 
argument offered in support of 
this demand save that the Prov- 
incial Governments could extract 
more revenue out of the resources 
than they get or can get from 
other sources. That may be true. 
But what is happening in northern 
Ontario suggests what must come 
of the poliey. 

The Dominion Government at 
present administers the resources 
af the prairie provinces. The in- 


the dev 
rources, rather than to make im- 
mediate revenue by selling them 
at high prices. The bulk of the 
Dominion revenne is collected 
from the tariff and by other ievies 
the success of which depends upon 
population and prosperous condi- 
tions. It would pay the Dominion 
better to give away resources and 
get them developed than to hold 
them for revenue at the cost of 
preventing development. If the 
province controlled the resources 
the reverse would be the case. 
Their aim and object would be to 
get moncy out of them. The 
hindrance of development would 
be a minor matter. In some res- 
pects it would pay the province 
better to keep resources out of 
development than to sell or lease 
them at prices which would en- 


ali depts) courage development. To exploit 


the resources for cash, rather than 
to administer them for use, would 
and must be the policy of a Gov- 
ernment dependent upon them for 
revenue, A province cannot afford 
to spend the proceeds of the sale 
or leasing of public resources for 
the development of the country in 
which they are found. The Dom- 
inion can afford to ignore revenue 
and administer the resources in 
such way as to get them into the 
hands of people who will turn the 
potential wealth into real wealth. 

If the only or main argument 
for provincial control is that the 
province could and would exploit 
the resources for revenue, then 
from the stand-point of securing 
the development of the country 
the resources may a good deal bet- 
ter be left in the control of the 
Dominion. What is happening in 
northern Ontario demonstrates 
that very conclusively.

Issues From Afar. 

The terrible Turk’’ is taking 
an impersonal but large and lively 
part in the British elections. So is 
the Irish settlement, the repara- 
tions question, the League of Na- 
tions, the armament conference, 
and any number of other iggues 
which have as much to do with 
people and countries far away as 
they have with the British elector. 
It must sometimes seem to that 
much-enduring individual that his 
Government is kept so busy look- 
ing after the affairs of the world 
at large that it has not much time 
left to attend to matters which are 
of immediate and vital conse- 
quence to him. Whatever his fail- 
ings and limitations, the British 
voter is not ingular. If he were he 
would mgke and un-make Govern- 
ments according as he agreed or 
disagreed with the way they gov- 
erned Great Britain and pay 
minor attention to what they did 
to or for peoples and countries he 
has never seen and owes nothing 
to. So far as the despatches indi- 
ente the present election, like a 
good many preceding ones, is be- 
ing fought on international ground 
rather than on questions of inter- 
nal economy and strictly national 
interests. What Lloyd George did 
to the Turk, and what Bonar Law 
proposes to do to him, seem to be 
getting more attention than what 
the one did to promote British 
commerce and prestige and what 
the other proposes to do to the 
same ends. 


An Appeal for the Helpless.

STOCK RAISING AT WABAMUM 
Editor The Bulletin: ‘ 

Dear Sir—In a recent issue of The 
Bulletin you publish an account of the 
good showing by Mr. Barrass, of the 
Bhining Bank district, in the raising 
of sheep. We were pleased to read 
of the succeas of the gentleman, but 
we are also concerned that the Shin- 
ing Bank country be not considered 
by the public as the one and only 
pot in Alberta where the raising of 
sheep will return handsome profits. 

The Wabamum district le undoubt- 
edly one of the best stock raising 
within the confines of Alberta and 
thia is evidenced by the fact that no- 
where is the stock of all kinds to be 
sean in better condition. This fact 10 
commented upon by all stock men 
who visit our district, end is accounts 
ed for by the abundance of such suc- 
culent grasses as pea vine, vetch, etc. 
and the frequency of good epring 
creeks, mall lakes containing the 
best of water which is entirely free 
from alkall. 

As an example of what is being ac- 
complished in this district we «ive the 
foliowing results obtained by Fair-| 
acres Farme in the raising of sheep 
in this district. This company recently 
disposed of a car of very fine Hamp- 
shire croas jambs which netted $8.60 
each at the farm and were resold on 
the Edmonton market at the top 
price of $10.60 per hundred. These 
lambs were all born during the latter 
part of May and never had any feed 
except the natural grasses and che 
mother's milk. 

The ewes which raised these lambs 
were purchased at an average price o 
$7.26. The exact wooi returns are not 
yet received from the Association but 
it le estimated that the woo! will pay 
for the actual food consumed. The 
lambs sold and giving the same value 
for those reserved for breeding pu- 
pones, will give a return of one hun- 
dred and seventeen per cent. on the 
investment. ' 

We are not giving these returns as 
being extraordinary, as many flocks 
in the province are making an even 
better showing, but simply as another 
statement of fact showing that the 
raising of good stock does pay good 
profits in Alberta even in these times 
of low prices. Which all goes to piove 
that the sooner our farmers cut out 
the depending on grain raising and 
ecrub stock, and keep only good 
quality animals, and as many as {hey 
can ‘eed, the sooner will they change 
a money losing business into @ profit- 
able one. 

Thie week fifty-five registered Ox- 
ford ewes were added to the Fair-| 
acrea flock. These sheep are all par- 
ticularly good individuals and as they | 
already have some silver cups to 
their credit it is expected that they 
will annex some first prizes at the

MILLIONS LOST THROUGH MINK 
STRIKE 


Coal Review Winnipeg: 

Whateve may be the eventual re- 
sult of any industrial disturbance, .t 
la a positive and sure fact that when 
the emoke of battle dies down losses 
in money and production which can 
never be replaced, have been suffered 
by all parties concerned. A case in 
point is the recent mine stake in die- 
trict 18. 

The miners, it is estimated hava 
lost aproximately $3,500,000 in 
wages, while the members of the 
Western Canada Coal Operators’ Au- 
sociation are faced with a lone of 
about $9,000,000. These figures are 
arrived at from evidence as to earn- 
ings given before the Knowles concil- 
latlon board. The strike was in pro- 
éreas for practically five months and 
was the second longest strike in the 
district, that of 111 lasting three 
months longer. 

The average miners’ earnings, ac- 
cording to the evidence before the con 
cillation board was $1,800 a year, or 
$160 4 month. This works out at 
about $700 each per man. There are 
between 5,000 and 6,000 union minere
